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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 



1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 



Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, nnachine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 



2. Claims 1-5, 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as non-statutory 
because the method claims as presented do not claim a technological basis. Without a 
claimed basis, the claim may be interpreted in an alternative as involving no more than 
a manipulation of an abstract idea and therefore non-statutory under 35 U.S.C. 101 . In 
contrast, a method claim that includes in the preamble and body of the claim structural / 
functional interrelationships that are solely by computer (and non-trivial) are considered 
to have a technological basis [See Ex parte Bowman, 61 USPQ2d 1669, 1671 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 2001) - used only for content and reasoning since not precedential]. 



The preamble of claims 1 and 18 do not have technical basis. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 and 103 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 

all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 

forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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5. Claims 1 , 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Pare, Jr. et al. 

Pare, Jr. et al discloses a method and apparatus including automated banking 
machine with cash dispenser, portable wireless device with memory, receiving and 
sending wireless communication signals to and from the machine and device including 
RF via Internet and server. The signals may include data reprehensive of a financial 
account (fig 1). 

6. Claims 7-8, 11-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Pare, Jr. et al in view of Fischer et al. 

Pare, Jr. et al discloses what is described in the previous rejection. 
Pare, Jr. et al does not disclose a wireless access hub. 
Fischer et al discloses a wireless hub (col 3, lines 30-40). 

It would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to include a 
wireless hub because Fischer et al teaches a hub as providing a pipeline for 
communications of a wireless network (col 3, line 26). 

7. Claims 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Pare, Jr. et al in view of Fischer et al as applied to claim 7 above, and further in 
view of Laybourn et al. 
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Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Drummond et al in view of Laybourn et al. 

Neither Pare, Jr. et al nor Fischer et al disclose a usage fee, or a fee charged 
responsive to device enabled to communicate with network. 

Laybourn et al discloses a fee charged responsive to device enabled to 
communicate with network (col 1, lines 18-25). 

It would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to include a fee 
charged responsive to device enabled to communicate with network because Laybourn 
.et_alJeaches-Such-asxonventionalJn-the-wireless-art-(col-Vlines-20-2-1-^

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims of record have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
